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life, in a manner contrary to the 
Jaw of God, that we shall hope to 
see his face in mercy ? Should any 
urge the custom of the age, and 
the established forms of a fashion- 
able life, as viarranting the prac- 
tice ; I ask whether we are to fear 
and obey vian rather than Gou ? 
and, I trust, my dear Sir, that a 
sense of religion, and a regard to 
your prospects for eternity, will 
with you prevail over the corrupt 
maxims and yiibked practices of a 
degpnprate world. 

Young men are frequently too 
passionate, too vitirm iir argument, 
and rash in thpir expressions. By 
intemperate warmth and nnfinard- 
ed language, they frequently involve 
themselves in very unplepant dis- 
piites 'witb one another. Your good 
8ens0 and discretion will teach voa 
to express your sentinignis with 
modesty, coolness and consid<.'ra- 
tion; and to be very caiit'otis in 
speaking of the character and con- 
duct of those arourtd you. Avoid 
giving pBence, as much as possi- 
ble ; ^nd you will seltlom \}e ex- 
posed to receive offence ffom others. 
A peaceable disposition, united to 
a spirit of moderation, will alike 
protect j'ou from the clinrge of ha- 
ving done injury to those around 
you, and from the unpleasant 
thought of having received injuiy 
from them. 

1 shall conclude this letter by 
vecomnieuding in gentral terms, 
habits of industry, diligence, and 
application. Endeavour to excel in 
the discharge of every duty requi- 
red of you. Great men h;ive ob- 
tained the laurels of nmown, only 
by iudefatigabic t-xertious. Let them 
lie your example, and you niaj' in 
time hope to reap a siniiiar re- 
ward. Yet while yoa look to the 
rewards of merit in this world, suf- 
fer not your views to be bounded 



by the (resent scene of thing.s. Ever 
consider yourself as intended for 
glory, honor, and immorlaiity: and 
therefore, while you ardently pant 
af>er the prize of earthly rejiDwn, 
above all thinns study to secure that 
eternal prize, and that crown of 
glory, which shall never fa;!i away. 

^iay God Ahiiighty ever biei-.v 
you, pre.<;erve you from all the real 
ills of this life, and make you, at 
length, partaker of the hap|iinpss of 
that better life, which is yet to 
come, is the earnest prayer of 
Your atllctionale, and faithful, &c.

PRESENT ST-^TF OF THE SCHOOLS. 

IT appeared fmni the examina- 
. tjori of tlie Rev. Charles Craw- 
ford, taken on the r2thofJuly 1807, 
thai he had been appointed master 
of that school in ITSil, previous to 
which time he slated the miniher 
of scholars to have been ahoul eigh- 
ty, of «honi a!>'>nt toity «cre bcar- 
ijcrs with the master, twenty with 
the n.siier, and tlie.rest were day 
scholars, ^'•lx or ^■\^\tt of whom were 
free. At ilie tlini' of his examina- 
tion, theie were but tliiry-t.wo boys 
in the scliool, of w'iinn eight were 
boarders and the r<jst day scholars, 
five of them free. His salary as 
roaster Mas <ine imndred jioo'id." per 
annum, m addition tti which he had 
for some years after his appointment 
(as had ?Jso his piedcies.sor) receiv- 
ed one hundred and fifty pounds per 
annum tiir the i)avment of two 
assistants at his discretion. There 
had been also an usher appointed 
by the governors with a salary cf 
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>;ixty pounds per annum, and an 
house fit for the reception of boar- 
ders. Itappeared however, that in con- 
sequence of the great diminution of 
the number of his scholars, the gover- 
nors had for the two last years dis- 
continued the appointment of the 
«sher, and had allowed the master 
only fifty pounds for an assistant ; 
and since that time the school hav- 
ing continued to fall off, they have 
dismissed Mr. Crawford from his 
employment (with an annuity how- 
ever of sixty pounds per annum) 
and appointed the Rev. Lancelot 
Dowdall in his place. On the 9th 
of May 1809, Mr. (now Doctor) 
Powdali appeared at our board, and 
stated to ws, that since his appoint- 
ment in 1807, the number of scho- 
lars had increased from little more 
than twenty (one of whom only was 
a boarder) to' ninety-eight, of whom 
sixty-six were boarders and the rest 
day .scholars. His salary as master 
continues one hundred pounds per 
annum, wliich (as he stated and we 
are of opinion) is scarcely adequate 
to the situation, considering that he 
is to keep the school-house in re- 
pair, and tljat there is no land an- 
nexed to the endowriient ; he pays 
ten guineas per acre for ground near 
the town, which he must take for 
keeping milch cows The governors 
however have made him a liberal 
allowance for putting the whole of 
the buildlngsinto complete repair j 
they have also re-established a head 
usher with a .salary of one hun- 
<lre;! pounds per annum, and repair- 
ed his hoiis« ; and appointed a se- 
cond assistant at eighty pounds |)er 
annum, who resides in the master's 
house. Mr. Dowdalt pays a third 
'•lassical assistant thirty guineas per 
annum, who also resides in his house. 
Sixty pounds per annum to a French 
teacher, and eighty pounds per an- 
num to a writing naaster and En- 
glish assistant. 



The situation of this school is ex- 
tremely favourable to its becoming 
a flourishing seminary, as it for- 
merly has been, and is likely to b« 
again under the conduct of the pre- 
sent roaster, who appears deserving 
of every encouragement. The 
School-house is spacious, and will 
accommodate one hundred boarders. 
The usher's house is also a very 
good one, and fit for the reception 
of thirty boys. The school and 
play-ground are well adapted for 
those numbers, the former being 
sixty feet in length and thirty ia 
breadth, with a room over it for 
the head master's scholars, and the 
latter consisting of near three roods. 
On the whole we have much satis- 
faction in reporting the imiroved 
condition of this school, and in ex- 
pressing our hopes that it will soon 
recover and long maintain its for- 
mer character and celebrity, 

Gtilxvay School. 

The Rev. Thomas Canham Wade, 
at his examination before the board 
on the lOihof January 1807, stated 
that he was appointed master of this 
school in December 1801, at the sa- 
lary of one hundred pounds per an- 
num, with the addition of a farm of 
thirty-three acres about a mile from 
the town, which he lets at four 
pounds per acre, (besides a field of 
three acres nearer the town allow- 
ed him by the governors for grazing) 
the whole subject to a head rent 
to the governors of seventeen pounds 
seven shillings per annum. He is 
also allowed to let the lower part 
of the school-house, which is situate 
in the high-street ofGalway.forshops, 
the rent of which amounted at that 
time to ninety-six pounds fourteen 
shillings and sixpence ; his appoint- 
ments therefore may be estimated at 
more than three hundred and twen- 
ty pounds per annum. There is 
ah usher appointed by the gover- 
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DOis At twenty pounds per annum. 
Xti« master is obliged to keep the 
house in, repair, but it was put into 
complete prdei qn his fippoiiitnieat 
at the .expense of the governors. — 
It was stated by hiin to be c;>pa- 
btle of acconimouatinH si\ieen fyyxx- 
ders, bijt b« iiev.er bad more t.l>aii 
owe. The aumb*;!^ ot scholars then 
in ills school was thii-iy-onc, of 
whom ibuittjen )vere instructed in 
classics by tib* nslier, to w Iwin he 
Allow,ed the jM-aHts *yi tbeij- tuition, 
yi^:. ifour goine^is per annum ; the 
test *vere .English stliolars, and 
taught also fbytlie iisher on thes^me 
•termsi e;xcept in writing and ac- 
couuts, in which the muster iustruct- 
fed all the.boysliimsclf without any 
.«^tra charge, {jjnce hi'- cxaniina- 
tioA'it flppcacs, that the ii.slier has 
vesigijed.and another been appoint- 
ed! by the gQ\;ev,nors. W licther. from 
that circn»l»tajice, or frpm the mas- 
ter having paid more attention to 
classical instruction, the number of 
clas&jcal scholars appears by the 
last return, to tlie ,go,Yevaors (.which 
is or opglit.to be made annually by 
all the master.s) to have encreased 
considerably, liut the situation of 
ibe fchool, . in . one of the closest 
ai»d most ibrongcjl streets, surround- 
ed? by. shops, and without any |)lay- 
ground, is most unfavourable for 
boarders, even if the house couW 
properly actommo<l!ite ihein. ;^nd 
havjDg been so rtpresenled to tiie 
governors by one of their body, who 
had visited it the year 1800, it has 
been resolved to eject a iiew school 
and , schooUhuuMJ at a small dis- 
tance iiom , the town, on ground be- 
loivgiug to the govtrnor.s, .which 
3»as ..ordered to be inclosed lor iho 
purpose this sniumei-. The pie- 
.^tntbig,h price of timber has pro- 
hably beenthe reason that no fur- 
ther steps have ,been taken forcar- 
ryiiig this very oesirable stlicme into 
exccu.tiun. 



Tipperari/ School. 

The Rev, JViarshal Ciaike, exa- 
mined by the board Oil the I2lii of 
January 1S07, was appointed roas- 
ter of Ibis school about the year 
1700, at a salary of one hundred 
pounds per annum, with about ten 
acres of ground, rent fee. The 
house is well situated near the town 
and vsa-i si attd to be capable »f ac- 
commodating one hundred boar- 
ders, aud to be kept in good repair by 
the master at hi.s own expense — 
,He has one assistant appoint eiJ by 
the governors, with a salaiy of tufu- 
ty pou!;dsper annum, and an house 
.and ten acres of land. Me pays a- 
iiolher himself' fifteen guineas per 
animm, who resides iu tlie school- 
house ; ,h« stated the nundnT of his 
^tholais to be ttiirty-si.v, of whom 
tvyelve wcie boarder.s, and the test 
day scholar.s, aud fifteen of them fi\ <;. 

The present state of this and of 
Gai.way school is less flourishing thiiii 
might be expected from their si- 
tuation and other circumjitances of 
their entlowineut. We cannot doubt 
that this is to be attributed in .some 
degree eitlier to the want of exer- 
tion in the masters.'or to tlieir not 
being us highly (jualifu-d in other 
respects as it were to be wished. 
As far as the former cause may have 
o|jerated, the power of vi.-iitalion 
possessed by the governors, if re^it- 
iarly oreveii occasionaJly exercised, 
would apply the niost ellbctual re- 
medy ; and with respect to the lat- 
ter, it is much to be desired that 
some regulation were adopted by 
the j:Overi>ors in the appointment 
of their masters, by which the (jua- 
lificat.ions of the several candidates 
mi^ht be ..distinctly a.scertained. — 
It is staled indeed to be their prac- 
tice to advertise the vacancies pf 
their schools, with a vit:vv to invite 
persons properly cjualitied to oU-^r 
tor them ; and if this were to be. 
followed either by au acttiul exa- 
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mination of the candidates, or by 
isncfi .1 reference to the places of 
their education and former profes- 
sional exertions as might produce au- 
thentic and conclusive testimonials 
of their merit, there could be lit- 
tie doubt of a decision advanta- 
»eorts to the public and honoura- 
ble to the governors themselves. — 
Something of this sort, we are in- 
formed, took place in the late ap- 
pointment of the master and ushers 
of Drogheda school, and the result 
has sufficiently evinced its utility. 
Ennis School. 
Thfe Rev. Michael Fitzgerald was 
appointed master of this school in 
17b'2, with the same salary of one 
hundred pounds per annum, and 
under the same condition of keep- 
inij the school-house in repair. — 
There is no land annexed to the en- 
dowment, except the ground on 
which the school and house and offi- 
ces are erected, and a garden and 
play-giound, making in the whole 
abiiui two acres. Mr. Fitzgerald 
stated, however, on his examination, 
that when extraordinary repairs were 
represented by him to be necessary, 
the expense of tbem had been u- 
sually defrayed by the governors. — 
The hou.se is capable of accomttjo- 
datiiig forty-two boarders. Mr. 
Fitzgerald had once so many as 
sixty; but at that time the beds were 
occupied each bv two boy.s,a practice 
which he has for some years dis- 
continued. Ili.s number at present 
is thifty-oHP, and sixteen day Scho- 
lars, of «hom eight are free. At 
the titrie of his ap|xiintment, the 
school had fallen away so, that he 
found no boarders and only a few 
day scholars. The governors allow 
him fifty pounds per annum for an 
a.ssistaht to whom he pays fifty pound.s 
more, besides his bo'afd and lodging; 
''? paysanother forty pounds per aii- 
iiumandbisboard. the school-room 
is diviSeid into two apartments, one 



ef forty feet by twenty for classical 
instruction, and the other twenty feet 
square for writing, &c. He pays two 
vtriting roasters, one thirty the o- 
ther twenty guitieas pet annum, and 
a French miister thirty guineas per 
anhum, and they all boarded in his 
house. The situation bfe statfes to 
be favourable for a school, atid he 
appears to have paid a faithful atxl 
laborious attention to his dnty for a 
period of twenty-six years. The 
number of s'cholars he thinks would 
increase if the accoTnmodatrons were 
enlarged; and he .stated that a de- 
tatched building ti)r an inftrniary 
was mnch wanted. This apjicain 
to be the case in most of tlie schoo's 
on this founVlation. He repreKeiiteil 
also (and we think his representa- 
tion well founded) that considering 
the sinallness of his salary, a grea- 
ter allowance should be made for 
assistants ; and that the land an- 
nexed to the school is much voo 
small. Some of the neighbouring 
gentry have iamlably attended to 
the encouTagei^ent of this school, 
by annual grants of frdm five to 
ten guineas, for premiatns to the 
boys at the half j-eariy examinations, 
which are accordingly distributed 
in books and medals. t)n the wholc» 
we are well satisfied vsilh the state 
of this school, of which we consi- 
<ler Mr. Fitzgerald to be an active 
and meritorious superior. 

ENGLISH SCHOOL ON THE COOVBE, 

III the €Ly of Ehtlilin. 
This School was established in the 
year ISOi, at a very considerable 
expense ; the ground is rented at 
.£30. per aiiuum, and on it a Spa- 
cious buildinsr is erected, 'COh.sistinjj 
tii a cotivertieiKhouse foV the ma.s- 
ter, and tw6 large school-rooms, one 
ior boys, and the other for giris, 
who are instructed in reatling ami 
plain-work by the master's wile. 
Mr. Fox the roaster is stated to have 
acquitted himself since iiis appoint- 
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ment to the entire satisfaction of the 
governors; at the last return of the 
numbers in the school, there were 
one hundred and sixty boys, and 
one hundred and thirty-two f(irls. 
The former he teaches reading, 
writing, and arithmetic, with the 
assistance of monitors only (as prac- 
tised in doctor Bell's system.) An 
usher, at thirty pounds per annum 
salary, instructs the girls in writinif 
and accounts. A catechi.st is em- 
ployed to inspect the school, and to 
catechise the children, v\ith a salaiy 
of sixty pounds per annum. The 
master and mistress have one hun- 
dred pounds per annum, be- 
sides an allowance of coals, and the 
paymenl of their house-lax and other 
taxes. 

The other English schools at Ne- 
nagh, Tarbert, and Tempiedeny, 
are on a more contiued scale. 'J"he 
masters have each a house, and a 
salary of twenty pounds per annum. 
It cannot be expected that, with so 
scanty an endowment, these schools 
can be productive ot much advan- 
tage. We feel it our duly indeed 
tj stale our opinion, that the allow- 



ance to the niasUTs of almost all tl,c 
schools of this establishment, is in. 
ferior to what the state of the fund's 
Could well alfuj-d, and to the reason, 
able claims and expectations of per- 
sons duly (|ualified for sucli appoint- 
ments. V\'e subjoin an abstract 
of the last returns made by the se- 
veral masters, of the number of 
scholars in tbeij- respective schools ; 
and conclude our report withexpres- 
sinif an hope and persuaslosi, that 
the attention of the present gover- 
nors to the management and appli» 
c ition of tluir large and increasmg' 
income, will direct it to the pro- 
duction ol pro|jortional advantage 
to the connnunily.

To facilitate the erection of scliool-hoiises on finnts out of the funds of 
Erasmus Smilti's schools, an act was passed in last session of parliament, 
empoicering tund-oimers under settlement, or tenants for life, to grant land 
not exceedm-^ haf an acre, v^ithm a corpoi ate toivn, or two acres elsewhere ; 
and archbishops, bishops, and other ecclesiastical persons, with consent of Dio- 
cesan, to gram one aci e of their glebe, or otherwise, to wny person, or persons, 
body, or bodies, agi^regate or sole, who shall be a] proved of' by the bishop of 
the diocese in which such lands lie, in trust, and far the use of a resident 
tchool-master, subject to such conditions, as shall be made between t/te granter 
and those, xvlitther individuals or public bodies, vaho shall advance or shall 
have advaiKed any of his or their money, or any part of the funds entrusted 
to their management, to the amount of not less than one hundred pounds, sterl. 
either for the building of a school-house on the land so granted, Qrfoi the m- 
dou-ment of the school-ma.-.ier.
